
Enrolled Minutes of the Forty-eighth Regular or Special Meeting 
For the Twenty-Eighth Highland Town Council 
Special Meeting 
Monday, November 6, 2017  
 
The Special Meeting of the Highland Town Council was called to order at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Highland Municipal Building, 3333 Ridge Road, Highland, Indiana, in the plenary meeting 
chambers. The Town Council President, Dan Vassar, presided and the Town Deputy Clerk-
Treasurer, Kathryn Minchuk, was present to memorialize the proceedings. The meeting 
was opened with Councilman Zemen leading the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag of the 
United States of America. 
 
Roll Call: Present on roll call were Councilors Bernie Zemen, Mark Herak, Konnie Kuiper, 
Steve Wagner and Dan Vassar. The Deputy Clerk-Treasurer, Kathryn Minchuk was present 
to memorialize the proceedings. A quorum was attained. 
 
Additional Officials Present: Rhett Tauber, Esq. Town Attorney; Pete Hojnicki, Police 
Chief; and Kathy DeGuilio-Fox, Redevelopment Director were present.

Appropriations in Excess of the 2017 Budget for the Office of the Clerk-Treasurer, 
Police Department, Fire Department and Building and Inspection Department of 
the Corporation General Fund in the amount of $96,646 and in the Parks and 
Recreation General Fund in the amount of $20,600.

Town Attorney verified that the proofs of publication were in compliance with 
IC 5-3-1. 

 
 (b)  Public Hearing. The Town Council President called the public hearing to 

order. There were no comments or remonstrances. The hearing was closed.
